reference sur&ce, the hanging assembly comprising a reference surface assembly that contacts

plate disposed on the other of the reference surface assembly and the housing, wherein said 
hanging assembly is connected to said housing via said metal plate and said magnet. 

Claim 32 (cuirently amended): The level of Claim 3 1 , further comprising a second ligjit diode 
disposed in the housing for emitting to emit a second light beam along a second puth, and a 
second lens disposed in the housing in die second path for conv e rting to convert the second laser 
beam into a second planar beam, the second planar beam forming a second line on the reference 
surfac e,, wherein said first and second planar beams do not intersect . 
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Claim 33 (previously presented); The level of Claim 32, wherein the first and second lines are 
substantially perpendicular. 

Claim 34 (previously presented): The level of Claim 32, wherein the first and second lines are 
substantially parallel.
